Hinesville Asks War Department 


To Remain in Business at Stewart

HINESVILLE, Ga., Nov. 17.—Five years ago 
this was a restful little town of about 600 people. 
Today, it’s a quiet little place of about the same 
number. But what happened in between is some- 
thing else again. 

Today they’ll tell you in Hinesville that they 
didn’t have a wartime boom, they had a five- 
year spree—the slap-happiest, dizziest five years, 
they believe, of any 600 citizens on the face of the 
globe. 

And you can well imagine. Hinesville was 
the biggést near-by town to Camp Stewart where, 
during the war years, more than a quarter- 
million U. S. soldiers learned how to spot and 
shoot down enemy airplanes. And these boys— 
“Thank goodness,” Hinesville says, “there were 
never more than 60,000 at a time or we couldn't 
have taken care of them’’—spent as much time as 
they were allowed or could steal in Hinesville. 


Hinesville wasn’t Hinesville. It was Brooklyn 
and the Bronx. It was the lonesome Texas range 
country and it was Harlem. It was Middletown, 
South Chicago and Sioux City. It was every place 
the American boy comes from. 

Hinesville was like money growing on trees. 
It was juke boxes blaring. It was women coming 
in. It was people sleeping wherever they could, 
drunken soldiers spoiling the streets. Hinesville 
was fun and it was heartaches. As I say, what 
happened in between in Hinesville, was some- 
thing else again and written into the police re- 
ports and court records of the town and of Lib- 
erty county, of which Hinesville is the seat, is 
one of the war’s most revealing sagas. 

Hinesville during wartime learned what brass 
is and got all but a knockout dose of what boils 
up wherever there are huge concentrations of 
men away from home, but the town took all of 
this as a necessary evil of war and went right 
ahead performing the finer things of life for as 
many of the great mass of Camp Stewart soldiers, 
and the people who visited them, as it could. 

There is no denying that the little city grew 
fat on war business. Then, suddenly, the war 
business and the glamour of war and the excite- 
ment and noise and din of it ceased altogether. 
A dreadful quietness settled over the town. Hines- 
ville found itself much in the same position as a 
returning soldier. The momentum was up and it 
was still spinning, but couldn’t seem to get into 
a groove. 

Now Hinesville, above all, wants no part of 
what it endured during the war but does feel 
the need of a little postwar shot. It would like 
for Camp Stewart to be maintained; on a smaller 
scale, during peacetime. Say about 10,000 men. 
So it sent a delegation packing off to Washington 
to ask for it. Col. J. B. Fraser headed it and he 
was supported by Mayor H. N. Stafford, of Hines- 
ville, and Sheriff P. H. Sikes, of Liberty county. 

They came back with the impression that the 


. 
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War Department would like to stay in business 
in the Camp Stewart area (the camp is in an 
inactive status now) since the only other large 
antiaircraft training area it has is one at Fort 
Bliss, in Texas, but it all depends on what con- 
gress does about peacetime conscription and how 
big a standing army is allowed. At any rate, the 
delegation got the impression in Washington that 
the Army would continue to hang on to Stewart 
until congress decides one way or the other, pos- 
sibly in the spring session. 

While Hinesville grew fat on Camp Stewart 
in war trade, Pembroke, capital of near-by Bryan 
county, grew lean for other reasons. Unlike 
Hinesville, which was situated at the monied 
end of the camp, where the officers and men 
were quartered, Pembroke was 25 miles in the 
direction where the shrapnel fell. 

The war pickings were slim indeed in Pem- 
broke, amounting to, according to Mayor A. M. 
Jones, only what four visiting soldiers and their 
wives spent for lodging and in the stores over a 
period of five years. 

Moreover, Camp Stewart cuts a wide swath 
clear across Bryan county, leaving Pembroke 
on a thin slice at the upper end, completely iso- 
lated from the substantial Richmond Hill section 
in the southernmost part of the county. 

That completely changed the geography of 
this section as well as its economic, social and 
political life. It made Savannah nearer to most 
Bryan county residents than their county seat, 
Pembroke. Richmond Hill used to be only 25 
miles from Pembroke, but after Camp Stewart 
cut the county in two, it was about 75 and you 
had to go via Savannah. 

All of this would: be bad but what made it 
worse, according to Mayor Jones, is that when 
Camp Stewart moved in, the biggest part of Pem- 
broke’s immediate trading area was forced to 
move out. Gone are the settlements of Clyde, 
formerly the county seat of Bryan, Willie and 
Taylors Creek—scattered to the four winds. 

Now Pembroke took all of this in fine spirit 
as one of the things necessary to win the war. 
The town went right on about her business, buy- 
ing war bonds with money which she had saved 
in more prosperous days, and sending her sons 
overseas. 

“But now that the shooting’s all over,” de- 
clares Mayor Jones, “we think that the govern- 
ment should turn our land back over to our 
people.” And if Mayor Jones’ blood pressure rises 
a bit when he speaks of the efforts of Hinesville 
to maintain Camp Stewart, it is understandably so. 

“They’ve been booming,” he says, “while we’ve 
been staying in the same old rut.” 

There is no doubting that as things now stand, 
Pembroke is well on the way to becoming a ghost 
town and what will happen to Bryan county if 
Stewart is maintained on its present scale is any- 
body’s guess. And so it was with all these things

BATAVIA, Java, Sunday, Nov. 
18.—(4)—The first conference of 
Dutch, Indonesian and § British 
leaders has ended without a for- 
mula for peace in Java, with the 
official Dutch news agency, Aneta, 
declaring Indonesian extremists 
have called for a war to the death 
against the British. 

Aneta quoted the Nationalist- 
controlled Jogjakarta radio as de- 
claring last night: “This is the last 
night of peace. Tomorrow we 
shall start and either kill the Brit- 
ish or drive them from Java.” 

Thousands of armed Indonesians 
were reported massed in Jogjakar- 
ta, central Java stronghold of 
youthful extremists. 

Fighting continued in the Dutch 
naval base of Soerabaja, where the 
British were advancing slowly 
and cautiously against diminishing 
Indonesian resistance. 

TO TRY AGAIN 

A communique issued just be- 
fore midnight after the 334-hour 
conference of natives, British and 
Dutch in Batavia said no decisions 
were reached because “the Indo- 
nesian leaders were not at present 
in a position to accept the respon- 
sibility of making definite replies 
to any of the-questions discussed.” 

“Further meetings may be ex- 
pected to take place in five days’ 
time,” the communique said. 

Chief figures in the meeting 
were Premier Sutan Sjahrir, of the 
unrecognized Indonesian republic, 
described as a moderate, Acting 
Governor General Hubertus J. 
Van Mook-and Lt. Gen. Sir Philip 
Christison, Allied commander in 
the Dutch East Indies.

The main opposition, they said, 
was confined to sniper fire and 
some mortar fire.

Says Japs Were Ready To Avert War. 


As Code Note Kindled Pearl Harbor

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—(AP)—A coded message “climb Mt. Niitaka,” radioed from 
Tokyo Dec. 5 (Hawaiian time), 1941, gave a Japanese task force the signal to launch its 
sneak attack on Pearl Harbor, congressional investigators were told today. 

They also were informed that the Japanese were prepared to call off the attack if diplo- 


matic negotiations in Washington had succeeded. 
R. Adm. T. B. Inglis related to the senate-house committee the story of Japanese planning 


as gleaned from captured docu-‘ 
ments, questioning of prisoners 
and, after the occupation, the To- 
kyo archives and questioning of 
the imperial naval command, 

He said information as to the 
“Mt. Niitaka” message had reach- 
ed him from American headquar- 
ters in Tokyo only last night and 
had forced revision of an earlier 
conclusion that the Japanese ir- 
revocably cast the die for war on 
Dec. 1, 1941. 

HINGED ON BICKERING 

The task force had left Hitokap- 
pu bay, in the southern Kuriles, 
Nov. 25, Inglis said, under in- 
structions which included this 
statement: 

“Should it appear certain that 
Japanese - American negotiations 
will reach an amisable settlement 
prior to the commencement of 


hostile action, all the forces of 
the combined fleet are to be or- 
dered to reassemble and return to 
their bases.” 

As it was, the fateful “Climb 
Mt. Niitaka” message was re- 
ceived vhen th~ task force of four 
carriers and escorts was between 
800 and 1,000 miles from Hawaii. 

The ships moved on to within 
200 miles and in the dawn hours 
of Dec. 7 loosed 361 planes to 
blast the Hawaiian naval base 
and the proud ships riding at 
anchor there.

A PART OF COMMUNITY 

Old No. 2, for the 35 years 
that she’s been making the ten- 
mile run from Hartwell to Bow- 
ersville, has been a part and 
parcel of the lives of the people 
who lived along the line. She was 
as much a part of the community 
life here as the town store, and 
since 1910 every boy who has 
grown up here has grown up with 
an ambition to run her.

HAULED ANYTHING 


Old No. 2 would haul any- 
thing. Anything necessary to the 
life of Hartwell and of Air Line 
and of Bowersville, the only sta- 
tions on the line. She brought 
in medicine for the sick, food 
for the people, coal for their 
fires; and she hauled out the 
products of Martwell’s thriving 
industries—cloth and mill sup- 
plies, shirts and diapers; finished 
products for the markets of the 
world. Old No. 2 has. been 
the pump that has kept  Hart- 
well’s life-stream flowing. Just 
like the Nancy Hart before her— 
and there was an engine for you. 

“It was on a Friday, the 5th 
of December, anno domini, 1879,” 
declares the Hartwell Sun of the 
historic day when she pulled into 
town, “While the people of our 
village were busily engaged in 
their respective vocations, as 
noiseless as a zephyr, the splen- 
did locomotive of the Hartwell 
Railroad, ‘Nancy Hart,’ glided to 
the crossing and the summum

A moment more and 
the shrill tones of Nancy's voice 
went sounding through the woods 
and glens, always hitherto unac- 
customed to such a noise. The 
train dashed up the crossing 
amidst the smiling, happy faces of 
our people, and Hartwell’s rail- 
road history began.” 

That’s when Hartwell’s railroad 
history was born — back in the 
days when railroading was young 
and opening up new frontiers in 
our country and making new for- 
tunes for some of.the people.

Fourteen ‘major city departments are seeking new improvements, 
equipment and operating personnel beyond normal budgetary require- 
ments for 1946 at a cost of $2,852,708. 


Departmental requests filed with 
City Comptroller B. Graham West 
reflect an optimistic outlook by 


the major service divisions and a 
hope that worn-out equipment 
with which they struggled during 
war years may be replaced. They 
also record an effort to provide 
improvements for which there 
has been insistent public demand. 


The construction, parks and 
water departments lead the parade 
in large outlay proposals, but are 
followed by aviation, fire, police 
and auditorium. 

Construction Chief Charles Don- 
aldson is urging the expenditure 
of an additional $1,287,276 in his 
division for 1946, including one- 
half the cost of erecting the 
Boulevard underpass, repair of 
the Edgewood avenue bridge, con- 
struction of the West North ave- 
nue underpass, reconstruction of 
the Washington street viaduct 
from Hunter to Gilmer streets, 
elimination of the offset where 
Central avenue a Ivy street 
intersect. Decatur sffreet, elimina- 
tion of the jog where Juniper and 
Courtland avenue cross North 
avenue.

Departmental chiefs’ optimism,

“The government has treated us 
pretty badly in all of this,” la- 
ments Mayor Jones. “We're in a 
‘terrible mess here in Pembroke. 
We've got plenty of good labor 
‘and the boys are coming home, 
but with things as they are there's 
nothing for them to do.” 


SEEK FACTORY 

So Mayor Jones is getting an- 
other delegation screened for a 
trip.

Sharp Increase 
In Diphtheria. 
Brings Warning 


A sharp increase in the number 
of reported cases of diphtheria 
has prompted Dr. James F. Hack- 
mey, director of the city health 
department, to warn parents to 
have their children immunized to 
avoid the possibility of an epi- 
demic. 

Asserting that eight new cases 
of diphtheria have been reported 
to his department in the past 30 
days, Hackney urged that all chil- 
dren six months old or older be 
inocculated immediately. Thus far 
this year only 23 cases have been 
reported as against an annual av- 
erage of 28 to 30 for Atlanta, 
but the comparative large number 
discovered recently is a matter of 
concern to Hackney and his as- 
sociates.

(P)—The Federal Works Agency has

to cushion the economic shock of postwar unemployment ,.. if it 


comes to that. 

The money consists of congres- 
sional appropriations of $500,000,- 
000 for state aid highway con- 
struction and $17,500,000 to be 
loaned to state and local govern- 
ment units for planning of pub- 
lic works during the current fis- 
cal year. 

Maj. Gen. Philip B. Fleming, 
FWA administrator, outlined his 
five-billion-dollar annual program 
to me as follows: 

Highways and federal buildings, 
$2,000,000,000; public housing, air- 
ports, etc., $1,000,000,000; conserva- 
tion, $500,000,000; sewer systems, 
water works, drainage districts, 
$500,000,000; community facilities 
(local public buildings), $1,000,- 
000,000. 

BASIS OF PROGRAM 

He bases his program on these 
considerations: 

If the national income reached 
$150,000,000,000 a year... 

And if the customary 10 per 
cent, or $15,000,000,000, is put into 
construction work. ... 

Then the federal government, 
if need be, should put up $5,000,- 
000,000 against private industry's 
$10,000,000,000 to provide employ- 
ment for veterans, displaced war 
workers and other jobless civil- 
jans. 

Secretary “Honest Harold” Ickes, 
FDR’s public works administra- 
tor, spent only $5,939,238,501 on 
34,508 federal and _ non-federal 
projects in six years. The “Old 
Ick,” known in those days as the 


world’s greatest builder, blinked 
'when he heard the ambitious 
‘plans of his successor.

Here, we see a state experiment 
in protecting Georgia’s vast tim- 
berlands by scouting airplane and 
fire trucks. Operated six weeks 
in three middle Georgia counties 
as a test, the experiment now is 
being expanded to cover all 16 
counties in the Sixth Congression- 
al district. 

The state forestry department is 
financing the aviation end of the 
experiment. It would determine 
the cost of plane scouting, with a 
view to having the state purchase 
a fleet of planes to patrol the en- 
tire state. Air patrol would be 
much cheaper and give better serv- 
ice than constructing two or three 
fire towers in each county and hir- 
ing men to work as spotters, the 
experiment indicates. 

The state is hiring at present 
three airplanes to cover the 16 
counties. One is stationed at Ma- 
con, one at Milledgeville, and one 
at Dublin. The district is covered 
three times daily in the peak of 
fire hazard season, with each plane 
flying the entire district. At other 
seasons, only two flights are made. 
COUNTIES PROVIDE CREWS 

The counties provide the ground 
crew in this attack on forest fires. 
Bibb, Crawford and Baldwin coun- 
ties are organized in forestry units, 
with forest rangers and fire trucks 
equipped with radio. 

District Forester Charles Ever- 
ett, native Atlantan, an aviator 
himself, is seeking to get other 
counties in the air patrolled dis- 
trict to equip trucks with radios 
and fire fighting equipment. Re- 
gardless of whether they could 
maintain full-time fire trucks and 
men for forest fire fighting, Ever- 
ett says the counties could install 
a radio on a public works truck. 
Then, when the plane spots a fire, 


this truck could leave its ordinary branch.

A radio hookup is in the district 
office in the Bibb county court- 
house, and a stenographer records 
all conversation of the patrolling 
pilots and the ground crews. The 
wardens rush to the fires, while 
they are still burning, and investi- 
gate to place the blame.

This enforcement | 
work is carried on throughout the 
district, whether or not the coun- 
ties have suppression units, 

In addition to spotting fires that 
need fighting, the patrolling 
planes also drop warnings to saw- 
mill operators and others when 
they see them with fires endanger- 
ing property. The warnings in- 
clude copies of state laws on forest 
fires. 

In the original experiment cov- 
ering five counties for six weeks, 
one plane flew 4,690 air miles in 
67 hours. It spotted 45 fires of de- 
structive nature and_ radioed 
ground crews. It took an average 
of 14 minutes for the fire trucks 
to reach the blazes.

$60 A DAY PROTECTION 

By state plane, the Third Con- 
gressional district could be pro- 
tected at a cost of approximate- 
ly $60 a day, Everett estimates. 
Without planes, it would cost 
$100,000 to construct 40 towers in 
the district, and about $100 a day 
total salaries for the 40 tower 
watchers in the district. 

“In other words,” Everett ob- 
serves, “three aviators can do the 
work of 40 tower watchers at a 
great deal less cost, and a great 
deal more efficiently.” 

State Forester J. M. Tinker | 
points out that there is no ac- 
curate comparison of costs be- 
tween the towers and the planes 
in Georgia, because most of Geor- 
gia’s forest land (which repre- 
sents 60 per cent of the total state 
acreage) is unprotected. After 17 
years of forest fire laws, only 33 
of the 159 counties are organized 
for fire fighting, he says.

STYLES NOT ALARMED 


Strike Vote 
Petitions 
Mounting 


More requests for strike votes 
than ever before in this region 
have been filed with the National 


Labor Relations Board, Paul 
Styles, regional director, has re- 
ported. But he seeg no cause for 


alarm. 

While national reconversion 
labor unrest has centered in high- 
ly industrialized sections, this 
region has the greatest concen- 
tration of industry in the south, 
Styles pointed out yesterday. 
Areas included are all of Georgia 
and South Carolina, the peninsula 
of Florida, the major portion of 
Tennessee, and the northern half 
of Alabama. 

A total of 30 strike vote requests 
are now pending, and are absorb- 
ing the efforts of the entire NLRB 
staff. 

PRESENT LOAD HEAVY 

“We haven’t had such a rash 
of labor disputes since the textile 
industries broke out last spring— 


and our present load is greater,” 
he added. 

The South must adjust itself to 
unions and labor problems if in- 
dustrialization continues at the 
hoped-for rate, according to the 
labor relations director. 

John Kinney, chairman of the 
Conciliation Board, affirmed this 
opinion but pointed out that the 
persons who had to be informed 
on both sides of such questions, 
could not discuss them without 
violating confidences, while un- 
informed people could scatter 
opinions freely—and did. 
ORGANIZERS ACTIVE 

Labor officials pointed out that 
a spurt of unionization had ac- 
companied wartime expansion of 
industry and would inevitably 
continue with the progress of in- 
dustrialization. Steel and construc- 
tion operations are at present the 
most thoroughly organized, the 
former by CIO and the latter by 
AFL, it was reported. 

“We cannot claim to have raised 
the standard of living in the 
South, because the labor demand 
automatically raised wages, and at 
the same time the cost of living 
went up. But people who had 
never been to the dentist before, 
or bought certain kinds of food 
and clothing have been able to 
afford those things—and will con- 
tinue to want them. If they can 
continue to afford them, the whole 
country will benefit by the en- 
larged market. That, of course, is 
the basis for current wage de- 
mands,” a CIO spokesman said. 

The Atlanta office of the 
National Association of Manu- 
facturers declined to comment on 
management’s attitude toward 
unionization in the South, or about 
current disputes, most of which 
focus on wage increases.

Pointing out that instructions to 
the committee ignored completely 
the existence of the Balfor Decla- 
ration, Dr. Neuman explained that 
the investigations would be con- 
cerned with the fate of the 100,- 
000 Jews now remaining in Eu- 
rope, rather than with the desig- 
nation of Palestine as a Jewish 
state. 

Expressing the belief that “dead- 
ly and poisonous anti-semitism 
can never flourish in the free and 
Democratic soil of America,” Dr, 
Neuman asserted that American 
Jews should devote their energies 
to positive efforts toward the 
general good and not “waste their 
time fighting windmills.” 

“We Jews in America hardly 
realize the significance of our pow- 
er and the part we will play in 
the glorious history of our people. 
We have all the component ele- 
ments to make up a new Jewry— 
the greatest the world has ever 
seen,’ he said. “The Jews of the 
world and of America must give 
support to the Jews in Palestine. 
They must know that we are 
standing by them, applauding their 
efforts and working for them heart 
and soul.” 

The first speaker in the Atlanta 
Cultural Series, Dr. Neuman was 
presented by the Atlanta Zionist 
district, the Progressive Club and 
B’nai B’rith. 

Others scheduled to appear are: 
William Mandel, Dec. 19; Irving 
Davidson, Jan. 16; Cantor David 
Putterman, Feb. 13; Music in Ex- 
ile Group, March 20 and Max 
Lerner, April 24.

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Russian Censorship Lifted? 


If, as now seems evident, the Russians 
have finally lifted all censorship on out- 
going news, there is real reason for hope 
that a new day of better international un- 
derstanding is dawning. 


The greatest barrier to mutual confi- 
dence between the U. S. and the USSR 
has undoubtedly been a lack of familiarity 
each with the other. 


For years we have been getting a cen- 
sored picture of what has been going on 
in Russia and because of that fact, a 
suspicion of all reports emanating therein 
has grown up in this country. On the 
other hand the Russians, because they 
have had access to so little representative 
American news, have formulated unfor- 
tunate misconceptions of our way of life. 


If, as all current evidences indicate, the 
Russians have indeed lifted their censor- 
ship, at least for the time being, we are 
a litt’e nearer mutual understanding and 
trust. 


First Things Must Come 


Roy Harris, politically astute speaker 
of Georgia’s house of representatives, has 
made a bold bid for progressive support 
with his proposed program of construction 
and expansion of state services. 


The multi-million-dollar improvement 
blueprint which Speaker Harris has out- 
lined for the forthcoming session of the 
general assembly is, of course, too far- 
reaching in scope to be enacted during 
the fifteen days allotted for the purpose. 
Moreover, there will hardly be a disposi- 
tion on the part of the legislature to launch 
such an expansive program without first 
referring it to the people. 

This, of course, is exactly what Speaker 
Harris realizes and intends to capitalize 


upon. 


He is drawing the issue for next sum- 
mer’s gubernatorial race and, by getting 
on record so early as favoring such a build- 
ing and expansion program, he is en- 
deavoring to take the play away from 


As Undersecretary of State Acheson 
said last week, “We have so much to learn 
and understand about each other that we 


cannot hope to succeed except in the spa- 
cious atmosphere of honesty, candor and 
knowledge. I see no way to draw our

Imperative, Says Eisenhower 


Gen. Ike Eisenhower, fresh from his 
point of supreme observation in Europe, 
told the House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee that a year’s peacetime training in 
military fundamentals for every American 
youth of 18 is essential if this nation is to 
remain safe. 


Eisenhower reiterated the inescapable 
fact, so often voiced by others in position 
to know, that any future war will open 
with a decisive smasH at the United States 
from thousands of miles away. There will 
be no time, he said, to train our young 
men in national defense before we shall 
be faced with the final issue of defeat or 
Victory. 


The commander of all American Army 
forces in Europe said he had hope for 
perpetual peace. Like all who know war 
at first hand, he hates it. He said, before 


the committee, if he had not held such 
hope for lasting peace, he would have 
jumped from his plane in mid-Atlantic. 
Still, he recognizes the possibility of new 
conflict and, sanely and without panic, 
calls for fair treatment to the youth of the 
nation who must bear the duty of armed 
defense, if war should come. That fair 
treatment begins with the giving of funda- 
mental training, so they can meet the con- 
flict with a decent chance of victory and 
of personal survival. 


Many strong voices of those who know 
the truth have spoken for compulsory 
military training. Almost all who have 
spoken against it are those who have had 
no experience, or direct contact with, mod- 
ern war, 


No more authoritative voice than that 
of Gen. Eisenhower can be found on such

But in the Meantime 


A very lovely and very wise mother, anxious

Idealists are, quite correctly, now pointing out that the only 
solution of this tired old world’s human woes is universal brother- 
hood. They tell us that when all men recognize the rights an@ the 
basic human equality of all others, real peace will be known on 
earth and war will be nothing but a foul memory of the age of 
ethical ignorance. 

Quite correct. Unfortunately, however, the ideals of brotherhood 
have not penetrated very deeply, as yet, into the hearts—even into 
the understanding—of large sections of humanity. 

Even 1n this country, whose fundamental theory of government, 
of law and of society approaches most nearly to the brotherhood 
ideal, the preachers of universal love have still a long, long way to 
go before the majority accept that truth and try to live by it. 

So we must face the reality that there are a lot of people who 
just won’t reciprocate even if we attempt to welcome them into the 
circle of brotherly love. 


But there 


Realism While such characters remain, there are a lot of realistic 
considerations which will have to be in effect during 
the generations which must elapse before mankind’s ethics have 
risen to the point where brotherly love can work as a worldwide law. 
Even in our individual affairs we acknowledge man does not 
obey the precept to “love one another.” Every law in the criminal 
code, every restrictive statute on business, on habits, on conduct, 
shouts aloud the fact of this failure. 

Every prison, every court, every officer of the law, every insti- 
tution, every organization—yes, every church—is prima facie evi- 
dence and collectively, is not yet to be trusted to live according 
to the precepts of the Sermon on the Mount. 

If this is true regarding individuals. it is more dangerously true 
regarding governments. Not granting, even, that peoples, as national 
or racial groups, are to be trusted, it is a truism that, in almost all 
instances, the people themselves, faulty though they be, are more 
worthy of trust than their governments. Give a man power and you 
place before him temptation and a certain proportion are going to 
succumb before that temptation. Whether their officialdom be 


prominent or minor, local or international in effect. 
During the war just ended, we witnessed the

We Don t Know operation of new and almost unbelievably 
frightful weapons of destruction. This mounting development of 
machines that kill reached its climax, during the war, in the atomic 
bombs. 

We have been told, since the war ended, of other instruments of 
wholesale death whicn have either been perfected or are so near 
that goal as not to matter. We know that other nations, including 
enemy nations, came close to winning the race for use of the im- 
measurable power in splitting the atom. 

In face of such facts can we hope, with any reason, to keep the 
secret of atomic power? It is foolish on the face of it. What men 
in one nation have developed today, men in another nation can 
develop tomorrow. 

All of which sums up in the simple, unbiased fact that the entire 
world is today in peril of dissolution. All mankind travels a narrow 
mountain road, with impassable precipice on one side and bottom- 
less gorge on the other. The only salvation is in following the same 


road, ahead. 


That road leads, to be sure, to the gracious valley 
Long Road of lasting peace of which the idealists dream, We 
would be fools indeed if we failed to take every possible precaution 
against disaster as we move along our dangerous road.

JOHN 
mey Georgia Politics 
Have a Busy Week 


It's been a busy week politically, withal. 
Arnall and Harris started to fuss over a“leg- 
islative”’ or “political” program, but quickly 
made up and forecast a harmonious legislative session in January. 
Former Gov. Rivers said he is “seriously considering” trying a 
comeback next year. 

Treasurer George Hamilton said the state is going to have a 
sales tax—not that he is for it or against it. Farm Bureau Presi- 
dent H. L. Wingate, who is throwing more and more political 
weight around this state, said the state ought to have a sales tax. 

Firebrand Congressman Gene Cox didn't show up at the Farm Bu- 
reau convention in Macon, but the CIO didn’t know it. Because 
Congressman John Gibson took out after the ClOers as fiercely as 
Cox usually does. The CIO tried to beat Gibson in the past election, 
the congressman said. The labor union denied this. 

The fifth district may have to name a new congressman—with 
Rep. Ramspeck being mentioned for another job. 

And now the first gentleman to formally announce for governor 
in 1946 today springs an act to keep from being forgotten. Hoke 
Willis, of Blue Ridge, Ga., is planning to float a half-million checks 
for $15 each to Georgia's old folks—‘“payable by Gov. Willis.” If 
Willis does not become governor, these pre-election I. O. U.s, for 
old age pensions, of course, become void.

Political Farming vention, the Georgia Farm Bureau meeting 


at Macon might have been mistaken for a political convention— 
looking at it from the hotel corridors, and handshaking scenes. 
There were several prominent officeholders and many lesser 
lights. Gov. Arnal] and Congressman Gibson were among the bureau 
speakers. National Democratic Committeeman Ed Rivers was a 
luncheon guest. Rep. Harvey Roughton, of Washington county, and 
Sen. Jim Gillis Jr., of Soperton, were among those present. Rough- 


ton and Gillis, and his brother Hugh, and several others prominent 
in state government, came to the meeting in the role of farmers. 
They are leading members of the Farm Bureau. 

The Farm Bureau has become a power to be reckoned with in 
Georgia politics, and its speakers are urging increased membership 
so it can win national battles for the farmers. Increasing its power 
on the national! scene and cussing the “Communistic CIO” were the 
twin themes of the convention. Congressman Gibson set it off Thurs- 
day night with a rip-roaring attack on the CIO and Communists, and 
an appeal to the farmers to organize so their voice would bear weight 
in the national legislative chambers. Gov. Arnall warned the farm- 
ers they would continue to be the “forgotten people” unless they 
organized, and he cited labor unions as an example of efficient or- 
ganization to win power. Regardless of whether one leans to the 
right, like Gibson, or the left, like Arnall, it seems he is for the 
farmer organizing to get what the farmer deserves from the govern. 
ment. In a closing lick at “certain labor leaders,” the Farm Bureau 
denounced strikes that are sweeping the nation today. 


The Farm Bureau in January probably will 
End Farm Tax win a legislative battle it started last spring to 
exempt farmers from paying tax on the gasoline they use in tractors 
(aside from the educational tax of one cent a gallon, which they are 
willing to pay). Gov. Arnall originally opposed this measure, on 
the grounds that it could not be enforced—it would be difficult to 
determine whether gas was being sold for use in a tractor for use 
in farm work or for pleasure driving. In the face of gubernatorial 
opposition, the bill passed overwhelmingly in the house. It was 
still in a senate committee when the legislature recessed. Friday 
the Governor told the cheering convention that he would ask the 
January session of the general assembly to pass this bill.

up for Kipling’s laurels, a young 
fellow who, it seems to me, stands 
by side with the great car- 
toonist, Bill Mauldin, who gave us 
“Up Front.”

Edward Fenton, and his book re- | 


cently off the press is “Soldiers 
and Strangers.” What Mauldin set 
down in pictures, depicting the 
war-weary GIs of the world, Fen-

Fenton was born in New York 
in 1917, and graduated from Am- 
herst.

He was torpedoed at 
sea, but arrived in Egypt in time 
to join the Eighth Army in its 
sweeping African campaign. Now 
honorably discharged, he is back 
in his native city of New York. 


HERE, INDEED, is a poet worth

Another phase of the week’s 
market was the discovery of new 
values in public utility “equities” 
long dormant. This followed the 
report of Chairman Purcell, of the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, in which he indicated the ex- 
tent to which the power and light 
industry had been purged by fede- 
ral regulations under the Holding 
Company Act of 1935. The break- 
up of holding companies has al- 
lowed the distribution of over $4,- 
000,000,000 1n property values. In- 
cidentally, it has placed some com- 
panies under the jurisdiction of 
state authorities, as illustrated in 
current cases before California, 
Nebraska and Connecticut commis- 
sions, and beyond the area of SEC 
influence. 

Whether for better or for worse 
politically, the new guardianship 
and its future effects has. been 
treated bullishly by Wall Street. 
Such low-priced issues as Common: | 
wealth & Southern, United Cor- 
poration, and Electric Bond and 
Share have been heavily bought. 
At the same time such dividend- 
payers as Commonwealth Edison, 
Consolidated Edison, Public Serv- 
ice of New Jersey, and American 
Gas and Electric advanced into 
new high ground. The last named 
has raised its dividend. 

In Tuesday’s New York Stock 
Exchange session of 2,500,000 
shares—with nearly as much busi- 
ness on the New York Curb that 
day—the utility group was one of 
the most active. To date this year 
transactions on the “big board” 
are 100,000,000 shares over 1944 
and brokers’ Christmas bonuses 
are expected to be liberal.

A dispatch from Tientsin said 
Chinese workmen had refused to 
repair Communist-destroyed rail- 
road tracks until it was learned 
what the result would be of a 
stern Marine order to Communists 
to cease firing on American forces.

40,000,000 KEYS 


HIGH PRICE. Sometime between 
now and the New Year you are quite 
likely to lose one of the six keys you 
habitually carry about you. The holli- 
days are somehow to blame, for it 
always happens that the nation’s 
locksmiths are greatly over-worked 
characfers at this time of year. 

The six keys? Very simple. Door, 
mailbox, car ignition, car trunk, 
garage and desk or closet key. 

The one that takes flight will merely 
be one of 40,000,000 that are lost and 
replaced every year. At 20 to 25 
cents a key, this means $8,000,000 to 
$10,000,000 for locksmiths and hard- 
ware shops, which is a high price for 
forgetfulness. 


RUSH. It goes like this: Before holli- 
days the locksmiths are besieged with 
luggage that needs new keys because 
the old ones have been lost or might 
soon be lost. After the holidays, the 
unlucky ones come trooping in to ex- 
plain how the new keys were again 
lost, or how they were left on a table 
or a bureau in some friend’s house in 
Connecticut. , 

Summertime, with fewer legal holi- 
days, is even more trying as far as 
key-losing is concerned. ‘‘Monday,”’ 
groans a New York locksmith. “It’s 
my busiest day. Everybody goes to 
the beaches week ends. They change 
their clothes twice and they ride back 
home half asleep. What with hanging 
up pants in a bathhouse, or sprawling 
on the grass for a picnic, somebody’s

bound to lose something. Monday 
morning first thing they stop in to 
see me.”’ 

Duplicating a key actually isn’t 
much of a trick these days. If you 
have the original or a reasonable fac- 
simile, a little machine can do the job 
in 60 seconds. Otherwise you must 
bring in the lock itself, for there can 
be no guesswork about it. There are 
27,000 possible key combinations for 
modern cylinder locks. 

But there’s still no explaining why 
that drawerful of keys.in the attic or 


the basement never seem to fit any- 
thing.

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A PONY DID IT!

Here’s how “‘Peanuts”’ helped 
a neighborhood full of kids 


— and their parents as well 


FEW weeks ago, a horse came to live at 

my home. His name is Peanuts, and 
he is just an ordinary sort of horse, but he 
has done strange and beautiful things for 
my son and my neighbors’ children and 
the little suburban town in which I live. 
He has accomplished so much, indeed, that 
he makes me wonder if what the world 
needs today is not less atomic research and 
more horses. 

It all started when my twelve-year-old 
son, Dick, went to a ranch camp in the 
Rocky Mountains last summer. He had 
never ridden before, but he came back 
enormously “‘horsey.’’ He talked learnedly 
of such things as withers and cinches and 
snaffies. Then, through some mysterious 
source, he discovered there was a hay-and- 
feed merchant ten miles away who knew 
someone else who knew where there was a 
saddle pony for sale. He put tremendous 
pressure on me to buy it for him. 


I saip no at first because I felt that a 
horse would be a nuisance to keep on our 
small place, and I was sure that Dick 
would tire of it in a few days. But he never 
gave up for a minute. He begged and 
pleaded and bargained. He would swear off 
comic books; he would make up his own 
bed; he would keep his fingernails clean 
and his ears immaculate if only, please, he 
could have that horse. 

So, finally, on a Saturday morning when 
he looked actually ill from yearning, I gave 
in and said he could have the pony 
provided he would take care of it himself. 
That same afternoon Peanuts was de- 
livered at our home. 

I had been prepared for a certain amount 
of excitement when this occurred, but I 
didn’t realize it would usher in a new era 
in our community. As Peanuts descended 
from the truck and started munching grass 
by the driveway, kids from all over town 
converged breathlessly in our yard. 

There were at least twenty of them. 
Little boys and girls who were used to all 
the playthings of our mechanical age 
bikes and skates and electric trains, cars 
and planes and motor boats — but some- 
thing happened to them when they saw 
Peanuts. Into their faces crept a kind of 
awe as they stared at the lovely creature. 

They all wanted to pet Peanuts at once, 
to feed him sugar, to get on his glossy back. 
When Dick galloped triumphantly around 
the front yard, the whole gang raced after 
him. The excitement in our yard surpassed 
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anything that had happened in years. 

But that was just the beginning. I 
thought that the spell cast by Peanuts 
would fade when his novelty wore off, but 
it didn’t. As the days and weeks passed 
and the children learned, one by one, how 
to ride Peanuts and curry him and feed 
him, he started doing things for them in 
return. 

We noticed it first in Dick. After an 
afternoon gallop over hill and field; after 
wiping the sweat from his pony’s back; 
fetching water for him to drink; spreading 
bright straw for his bed and filling his 
manger with sweet-smelling hay, he would 
come into the house for his dinner and his 
homework with a new quietness and man- 
liness. Caring for another creature seemed 
to make him less selfish, too. 


‘THEN the same thing started happening 
to some of the other kids. By learning to 
master an animal, they became better 
masters of themselves. While giving them 
the time of their lives, the little horse has 
subtly managed to strengthen the charac- 
ter of a whole group of youngsters. 

But Peanuts did not confine his magic 
influence to the children. Right from the 
start, I noticed that he did something to 
grownups, too. They started asking me all 
about the care and feeding of horses and 
wanted to know how much it would cost 
to buy one. I cannot claim that Peanuts 
has reshaped the character of any of the 
adults in our town, but he certainly has 
made them more friendly. 

In the space of only a few weeks, the 
pony has become one of the best-known 
and best-loved characters in the com- 
munity. When he jumped the fence one 
day and started trotting blithely down the 
highway, a crowd turned out in cars and 
on foot to bring him back. When he caught 
a slight cold we received any number of 
solicitous inquiries about his health. 


OnE crisp evening, as I was returning 
home from the city, I caught a glimpse of 
my son galloping along the crest of a 
near-by meadow, his setter dog bounding 
joyously “ahead through the tall grass. 
That was a beautiful scene to me and, at 
the same time, there was something so 
strangely familiar about it that it made 
me catch my breath. How many times, I 
wondered, how many millions of times in 
the history of the human race, had that 
picture been duplicated — a boy, a horse, 
a dog silhouetted against the evening sky. 
It is an old, old picture but one which I 
can recommend to people everywhere. It 
is a reminder that even in a modern, 
machine age, we all respond to the durable 
satisfactions of a simpler day.

8 PHANTOM SHIPS? 
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by James Forrestal, secretary of the Navy

U.S. NAVY 


MIGHTY BATTLESHIPS of the world’s greatest Navy: “They must be manned by men who prefer it to any other way of life” 


T WHATEVER size and strength Congress 
may determine to set our peacetime 
Navy, it is certain to be a far greater Navy 
than the one we had before the war. The 
number of officers now in the regular service 
—the men trained at Annapolis — will be 
wholly inadequate to man this fleet of the 
future, which may require as many as 50,000 
officers. We face an immediate need for about 
30,000 additional officers, and the only avail- 
able source for so large a number of trained, 
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experienced men is the present Naval Reserve. 

That is why we have been urging qualified 
Reserve officers — those about to be released 
from the service — to give earnest considera- 
tion to applying for transfer to the Regular 
Navy. As a matter of national welfare it is 
essential that 30,000 of them make the Navy 
their postwar careers. 

It will not be easy to recruit so many men. 
The small number of applications we have so 
far received hardly permits us to be com- 
placent. We have to contend, first of all, with 
the simple human factor of weariness after 
long years of war. Our men want to go home. 
They want to get out of uniform, to satisfy 
a nostalgia for familiar things in a world at 
peace, to find jobs and live again as they 
lived before the war. Certainly this is a right 
they have earned. No one would deny it to 
them. And yet these veterans are the very 
ones we must have to man our postwar fleet 
with competent officers. 

We have asked them to consider a return 


to the Navy at any time within six months 
after they leave active duty. 

We cannot expect, however, that merely 
to state the Navy’s need will be enough to 
bring them back. Our task — and we have 
accepted it —is to make life in the Navy 
allraclive to the type of men we want; desir- 
able for them and also for their families. 


Careers Must Be Sold 


A FEW years ago, when we were in the midst 
of battle, we foresaw today’s problem. But 
at that time our first concern was to win the 
war. We could not pause to sell the advan- 
tages of peacetime life in the Navy. In fact, 
some of our Regular officers believed these 
advantages were so obvious that it would 
never be necessary to sell them. 

But all careers have to be sold. When I 
was in business we used to watch the grad- 
uating classes of the universities for out- 
standing men. Always we had to offer them 
worth-while inducements, for we were com- 


peting with the attractions of a hundred 
other careers. Only by making our offer better 
than the others, or at least as good, were we 
able to recruit men of the caliber we wanted. 

The Navy now has a similar task. It has to 
prove its value as a career. And if it has dis- 
advantages or shortcomings, we shall have 
to acknowledge them honestly and do our 
best to correct them. 

I am fully-aware of the reluctance many 
Reserve officers have to continue in Navy 
service. | am aware, too, of the reasons for 
this reluctance. For some men they lie in the 
financial limitations of a Navy career. Others 
have had disappointments in the service 
— perhaps in the type of duty to which 
they were assigned, or in the failure to 
obtain expected promotions. With 300,000 
officers during the war it was inevita- 
ble that grievances should develop, and 
no one doubts that many of them were 
just. Some, I know, were based on the 
conviction that there was discrimination 
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against Reserve officers as opposed to officers 
from Annapolis. Those who hold this con- 
viction feel that if such discrimination exists 
in the postwar Navy it will mean inequality 
of opportunity; and it will mean an intol- 
erable caste system in which the best posts, 
rewards, and promotions go to a favored few. 

Our flag officers, too, are aware of this 
feeling. They know that these problems 
must be met, else they will not be able to 
recruit the number and the type of men 
they must have. They know that if there 
is truth in the charge of preferential treat- 
ment for Annapolis graduates, the situation 
must be changed. We must decide now 
whether we are to have a United States Navy 
or an Annapolis Navy — and the admirals 
have already made the reply: 

In all matters, men from the Reserve will 
have equal status and equal opportunity with 
men from Annapolis. 

Personal ability, education, merit — these 
will be the factors that determine an officer’s 
progress in the Navy. There is no other sound 
basis on which to build the personnel of our 
future fleet. 

Having established this policy, the flag 
officers are prepared to champion it. They 
have been encouraging the men of the Reserve 
to express their doubts, so that they may be 
frankly answered. 


What Are the Inducements? 


Tuer attitude is exemplified in this state- 
ment by Admiral William F. Halsey Jr. to 
the Reserve officers of the Third Fleet: 

“The Navy will soon try to sell you a bill 
of goods on making the Navy a life career. 
If you are able and self-confident (we don’t 
want the other kind —the economically 
timid who only want a sure three meals a 
day) you will immediately ask: ‘What are 
the inducements as compared to a good job 
in civil life? What assurance have I that there 
will not be discrimination against Reserves 
in favor of Annapolis men? What assurance 
have I that today’s fair offer will not be for- 
gotten later?’ 

“If you don’t ask those questions, you prob- 
ably are not the kind of material the Navy 
wants. If you do not insist on an answer you 
would not be doing yourself justice.”’ 

Beyond this, Reserve officers are urged, 
before making any decisions, to examine 
every facet of Navy life not only in relation 
to themselves but to their families. How will it 
affect their wives and children? What sort of 
quarters will they be able to afford? Where 
will their children go to school? What will 
a change of station mean to the family? What 
will sea duty mean? Questions like these

must be answered for every man. The Navy 
will answer them with complete candor. 

In Admiral Halsey’s statement the most 
common of all queries is suggested: What 
are the inducements of Navy life as compared 
to a good job in civilian life? 

The reply to that lies largely in the indi- 
vidual’s personal philosophy. It depends very 
much on what he wants of life. An income 
good enough to permit a decent, comfortable 
livelihood for himself and his family? An 
opportunity for education and advancement? 
A fair assurance of security in the future? 
Work in which he can take pride, work that 
will give him the respect of his fellow men? 

These the Navy can provide. 

Dealing In Imponderables 

Ina purely financial sense, however, Navy 
pay may not equal what an officer might 
have earned in some other calling. But there 
we deal in suppositions, in imponderables. 
The man who makes the Navy his profession 
knows what he will earn. He can compute the 
advantages and the limitations of his pay 
at whatever rank he may reach. The Navy 
offers no fortunes, but it does offer perma- 
nence, security and a degree of comfort which 
in most cases is far better than average. The 
man who adopts a Navy career will have to 
come to it with almost the same sense of self- 
dedication that prompts other men to be- 
come teachers, clergymen, physicians. There 
is no promise of great wealth, but there are 
rich compensations in security and dignified 
service. 

In order that every Reserve officer who 
enters the Regular Navy may give himself a 
fair test in a Navy career —- but still relin- 
quish it if he desires — we are making it pos- 
sible for him to leave the service on January 1, 
1947. In other words, we are offering him a 
year’s trial period of peacetime Navy life. 
At the end of that time he will have the privi- 
lege of resigning. There will be no prejudice 
attached to such resignations. The Navy 
must be manned by men who wholeheartedly 
love it, by men who prefer it to any other 
way of life. 

These are the men we need.

said. Wellman snorted, ‘You guess?

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Victory For The Eyes

Feel drowsy when you 
read? This new gadget 


may be what you need 


F you feel drowsy and want to 
© os off to sleep while reading 
this, the cause may be (A) my writ- 
ing, or (B) that you are suffering 
from one of the ocular jawbreakers 
known as esophoria or exophoria. 
There is nothing you can do about 
A, but the medical profession just 
scored a significant victory over B. 

Those tough Latin names mean a 
tendency to be cross-eyed (esophoria) 
or a tendency to be wall-eyed 
(exophoria). A huge percentage of 
people have either one or the other, 
though it may be so mild the suf- 
ferer is unaware of it. But the tugging 
inward or outward and the strain to 
counteract it results in drowsiness 
while reading and, worse, headaches. 

Dr. Albert A. D. Ruedemann, 
head of the eye department of the 
Cleveland Clinic, has discovered a 
way to lick these phorias. He does it 
with a gadget that is as new as it is 
weird — the projection kaleidoscope 
invented by the Navy’s radar expert, 
Capt. William C. Eddy (“Radar 
Man,”’ THIS WEEK, August 26, 1945). 


Restores Central Vision 


Dr. RUEDEMANN is also using the 
gadget to cure mild nearsightedness 
and to restore central vision, a cruel 
kind of half-blindness. 

In Cleveland’s busy, white-brick 
clinic I saw the first and only projec- 
tion kaleidoscope being used in 
eye medicine. It throws constantly 
changing images upon a screen in a 
mesmerizing melange of bright colors 
and gorgeous moving patterns. 


The effect is both physical and 
psychological. Your eyes are given 
constant, pleasant exercise — a great 
improvement over the old look-up, 
look-down, look-sideways exercises. 

Psychologically, it provides a hyp- 
notic effect which divorces the eye 
from the conscious mind so that it 
exercises without mental effort. There 
is no anticipation — the mind has no 
way of anticipating what will come 
next, Dr. Ruedemann points out. 

He and his colleagues have per- 
formed operations to. straighten 
crossed eyes by adjusting their mus- 
cle connections. 


Trouble Comes Later 


But the real trouble comes later, 
for an eye which has been crossed 
for years will have completely lost 
its central vision, the clear, effective 
vision in the center of the eye. It 
retains only the fuzzy and ineffec- 
tive vision out of the sides of the eye. 

No glasses can restore central 
vision. Cure must come from in- 
side the eye rather than outside. 

In experiments beginning 10 
months ago, Dr. Ruedemann has re- 
stored central vision by gently stimu- 
lating the eye-brain mechanism with 
the kaleidoscope. Sitting before the 
gadget an hour a day for two months 
usually does the trick. 

The human eye, Dr. Ruedemann 
believes, provides a great medical 
frontier. He has already developed 
a plastic eye which moves in per- 
fect harmony with the good eye, 
eliminating the glass-eye stare. 
That's just the beginning. He thinks 
it is not beyond human genius to de- 
velop a plastic eye with photo-elec- 
tric cells that will send sight impulses 
to the brain. Maybe not in the next 
year, but perhaps in our lifetime.

Food For Conversation

Here’s a traditional 
Thanksgiving dinner, 


with some new touches 


we ever ate was cooked by a 
man. Emery Herrett spread the 
feast and he’s no professional chef, 
either. Em just likes to cook. Fix- 
ing food has been his favorite 
pastime since World War I when 
he was made ship's cook, there to 
discover his latent talent. 

This war needed good cooks, 
and again Em volunteered, thfs 
time to direct food preparation for 
the Pan American air bases located 
in North Africa, later to be stew- 
ard for the naval contractors in 
Bermuda, after that as steward on 
a Liberty ship. But where he cooks 
best is in the big kitchen of his 
200-year-old farmhouse at Dover 
Plains, N. Y. It was there he 
cooked this Thanksgiving dinner. 

It was the traditional all-Ameri- 
can meal but every little dish had 
a twist all its own. Oyster soup for 
the takeoff, made about as every- 
one makes it. The Herrett touch 
was a little pinch of fresh mar- 
joram buds and a flick of paprika. 


Crisp, Puffed Crackers 


Tue soup came partnered by a 
plate-load of crisp crackers, puffed 
to split their seams, golden of 
cheese, spicy of caraway: Take 
soda crackers, soak in ice water 
until chilled, arrange on a cookie 
sheet, tickle with beaten egg 
whites, sprinkle with grated cheese 
and caraway seeds. Into a hot 
oven to puff and to brown. 

The turkey was a young Con- 
necticut Tom, a walking mountain 
of white meat, pen-fattened to

weigh slightly over 20 pounds. 
That bird came from the oven 
bronzed and crustily plump, break- 
ing apart at the touch of the fork. 
What’s that honey-sweet taste to 
the skin? Before going to the oven 
Em had painted his bird with a 
mixture of two-thirds cup honey 
made frisky with two tablespoons 
of soy sauce and one tablespoon of 
tarragon vinegar. 

That barnyard Romeo would 
have been a tussle to carve, but 
Em had a trick. To keep the bird 
anchored, it was placed backside 
down in a rectangle made of wood. 

Mashed potatoes stood in a 
high, light drift. Silvery onions 
were awash in a rich cream sauce. 
What's in the casserole puffed tall 
and handsome? Em wouldn't tell. 
It tasted sweet, it was slightly 
pungent like some ghost-taste of 
turnip, and turnip it was, served in 
soufflé. Cranberry relish tagged 
along with the bird. 

Salad was the old-time Waldorf, 
beets substituting for celery. Raw 
beets and apples were cut in trim 
little sticks, combined with black 
walnut meats, mixed with mayon- 
naise. The beets should be 
soaked an hour in ice water to 
keep them from bleeding. 

Dessert was pumpkin pie, broad 
and deep, this beauty wearing a 
whipped cream mantle, sprinkled 
with a tablespoonful of finely-cut 
preserved ginger and dusted with 
two tablespoons of soft maple 
sugar. But give special gratitude 
for the turnip souffié. 


Turnip Souffle 

1 pound turnips 

le cup turnip water 

4 tablespoons flour 

4 tablespoons melted butter 

L¢ cup heavy cream 

Salt and pepper 

1 tablespoon grated onion 

4 eggs, separated 

Cook turnips until tender, drain, 
then press through sieve. Add flour 
to melted butter and blend with 
cream; gradually add this to the 
vegetable and cook until thick. 
Add salt and pepper and grated 
onion. Add to the egg yolks which 
have been beaten until thick and 
lemon colored. Now fold in the 
stiffly beaten egg whites. Pour into 
buttered casserole and bake in slow 
oven (350°F.) 25 minutes. Serve 
immediately. Yield: 8 servings.

669 ET me think it over,” said the silversmith. 

It was not an easy thing he had been 
asked to do. A collector of miniature antiques 
wanted him to make a tiny copy of one of the 
candelabras of the Palace of Versailles. Bill Meyers 
had been silversmithing for 20 years but he had 
never tried anything like that. Yet, it was a tanta- 
lizing challenge to his skill. 

He had a new set of tools made specially for 
the work, and with them spent a month fashion- 
ing three ounces of silver into a little candelabra. 
It had 16 fragile branches, each with an elaborate 
cluster of minute ornaments. It was delicate, pre- 
cise and fine. The collector pronounced it a flaw- 
less reproduction, and gentle Bill Meyers was 
launched in a new field of silversmithing. 

Of course, miniatures are not new. Ancient 
silversmiths made their samples ‘‘in little”’ 
because they had to travel far to display their 
work to. patrons. Miniatures were easier to trans- 
port and not so heavy a loss if stelen. They were 
also a proof of fine craftsmanship. 

But Bill Meyers was surprised to discover the 
number of Americans whose hobby was the col- 
lecting of items not bigger and better, but smaller 
and finer. Many orders come from Hollywood, 
where Ginger Rogers, Franchot Tone, Paul Muni 
and Robert Montgomery are avid collectors. 


His Models are Handmade 


Mevers’ models are “‘pure’’ miniatures — au- 
thentic, painstaking, handmade replicas of famous 
antiques Or museum pieces. 

When he is copying a piece, he first sketches 
the original. He reduces the measurements to the 
proper scale and then makes detailed drawings. 
Actual ,construction often takes a week or more. 

By now he has made about 500 miniatures, 
among them a Jonathan Swift gravy boat, a Paul 
Revere tea set, hexagonal Queen Anne salt and 
pepper shakers, a tinkling town-crier’s bell with 
ebony handle, and a hot-water kettle with a spirit 
lamp that takes its fuel drop by drop from a needle. 

None of Meyers’ early pieces were stamped 
with his hallmark, a tiny *‘m,’’ and no one 
knew who made them. A San Francisco shop, 
noted for its objets d’arl, assumed they were the 
work of English smiths and sent a buyer abroad. 


After a two-year search in Europe and the U.S., the 


skillful artisan was found in his unpretentious New 
Jersey workshop from which he had never stirred. 

His tiny masterpieces cost from $3 to $300. 
A thousand dollars’ worth could be held in the 
palm of your hand. But price is no deterrent to the 
real collector. ‘“They seem to be bitten by a very 
special bug,’’ says Bill Meyers. “They would 
rather collect than eat.’’

T’s been going on for almost three years 
I now, but the boxing and wrestling fans 
of Topeka, Kan., still can’t believe it. They 
flock through the gates of the Municipal 
Auditorium and come face to face with 
a woman fight promoter. 

They shake their heads wonderingly. The 
promoter bids them a pleasant good eve- 
ning and proceeds to get the wrestlers or 
fighters into the ring. The customers sit 
down in a daze. Then they howl: 

“Imagine that! A woman fight promoter!’ 

Little more than 
five years ago blue- 
eyed, dark-haired 
Juanita Rinehart 
Yeargain had never 
even seen a prize fight 
or a wreStling match. 
At that time she was 
busy wrestling with 
corsets — she was a 
girdle fitter. 

It isn’t stretching 
a point to report that 
Juanita isn’t fitting 
corsets any more. 
Since taking over the 
boxing and wrestling 
promotion at the 
Topeka Auditorium 
in 1943 the comely 
108-pound promoter 
has staged 103 fights 
and wrestling match- 
es. More than 210,000 
customers have 
slipped through the turnstiles for these 
events. They haven’t complained yet. To 
them Juanita is a Mike Jacobs in pretty 
clothes. They like it that way. 

Juanita might still be measuring ma- 
dame’s waistline if she hadn’t taken a two- 
weeks’ vacation in the Missouri Ozarks 
back in 1940. There she met Max Year- 
gain, a former prize fighter who was trying 
to put new life into the fallow promotional 
fields of Topeka. Romance replaced ‘mer- 
chandising in Juanita’s scheme of things, 
and before long she had become Mrs. 
Juanita Rinehart Yeargain. 


They Loved His Beard 


For three years Max Yeargain ran the 
shows in the Municipal Auditorium while 
Juanita took care of the bookkeeping and 
publicity. Then, early in 1943, Max was 
drafted into the Navy. So Juanita took 
over on her own. 

“Everybody in Topeka laughed when I 
tried to make up the first show,” Juanita 
says. “But I booked a Syrian wrestler, 
Prince Omar Badui, and we sold out. The 
customers just loved the Prince’s beard and 
turban.” 

During Juanita’s tenure the crowds have 
consistently topped those lured by her hus-

band’s offerings. On March 15, 1944, the 
largest crowd ever to attend a Topeka 
wrestling match saw 640-pound Martin 
(The Blimp) Levy swap holds with the 
Swedish Angel. More than 5,000 were on 
hand for the groaning. 

Max is proud of Juanita’s success even 
if her activities gave him a pain in the neck 
one night when he was home on leave. Two 
of Juanita’s wrestlers really got mad at each 
other in the Topeka ring and started swap- 
ping punches instead of holds. 


Max is Kayoed 


In THE ensuing riot Max entered the ring 
and was knocked unconscious by a blow on 
the head. He came to in his wife’s office. 
As he opened his eyes, Max grinned up at 
his pretty wife, said, 
“You're punching 
better lately, dar- 
ling.”’ 

Juanita also runs a 
gymnasium and oper- 
ates a 10-unit apart- 
ment house owned 
jointly with Max. At 
home she plays the 
violin and cares for a 
terrier named Mick- 
ey. Only last year 
Juanita was haled in- 
tocourt when Mickey 
nipped another dog. 
She corralled 18 wit- 
nesses who claimed 
Mickey was okay. 
Juanita was released. 

“It was wonder- 
ful,’”” Juanita says.

All Outet? 


Memories of war can be 
the key to peace, says 
writer Erich Remarque 


HE most popular and passionate 
novel to evolve from World 
War I was Erich Maria Remarque’s 
“All Quiet on the Western Front’’ — 
written 10 years after formal firing 
ceased. That fact has much signifi- 
cance, not only for writers but for 
the millions of men and women 
who are coming back home with 
wartime experiences. 
“Before a man can 
look objectively at a 
tremendous experi- 
ence such as war, his 
emotions must cool 
off," Remarque says. 
‘“*He has been shaken 
by an earthquake. 
He cannot construct 
well while the ground 
still is trembling un- 
der his feet. But mem- 
ory works marve- 
lously for all men, in- 
cluding writers. If a 
man Waits before he 
writes his book, his 
impressions will sift 
through his memory and he will be 
left with only the real things he 
wants to say. 

“You know my most poignant 
impression of the First World War? 
One Christmas Eve in the trenches 
a truce was declared. We met the 
French soldiers in No Man’s Land 
to exchange little gifts. Tobacco 
candy, bits of food. 


“Why Must I Shoot Him?’’ 


““WHEN we returned <o our side I 
noticed a little fellow, formerly a 
shoemaker, crying to himself. I 
asked him what the trouble was. 
‘I was just talking to a French sol- 
dier, also a shoemaker,’ he said. 
‘He was a nice man, with a family. 
He cuts his shoes the same way I do* 
Why must I shoot at him tomorrow? 
Why can’t we go home and make 
shoes?’ ”’ 

“All Quiet’’ was Remarque’s 
third novel, but the first published. 
It was written when he was 30. It 
was his vivid, strong protest against 
war and what it does to people, all 
kinds. And he wrote it so that his 
readers, too, would protest. 


Remarque wanted his 
readers to protest 


*“‘There is a passage in which a 
boy is wounded mortally,’ Remarque 
went on. “‘He cannot live more than 
a day and his young friends, who 
grew up with him, know it. The 
wounded man has a fine pair of 
boots which his friends would like to 
get after he dies. If he should die 
during the night, they can take the 
boots, but if he lasts until the next 
day the Red Cross will get them. 
I had my characters hoping, with- 
out pity, for their friend to die 
quickly, talking of nothing but those 
fine boots.’’ He raised a clenched

All we did 
was sit in the trenches, hardly ever 
seeing the enemy, waiting to be 
killed by artillery. 

“Then, boredom was the chief 
enemy, and you cannot describe 
boredom without boring the reader. 

**‘But this war had more point 
to it. This time we fought 
ideas, not people. It was more of

reason, I expect Americans to write 
the best books because they fought 
the most idealistic war in history. 
To me, it is incredible that Amer- 
cans, who were not immediately 
threatened by the war, fought so 
magnificently. It is such idealism 
that makes great books and great 
people.”’
